ALBANY, April 16— The Court 
of Appeals rejected today an 
Appeal of three Black Muslims 
sentenced to life In prison for 
the murder of Malcolm X, lead- 
er of the Organization of Afro- 
American Unity. 

Id a unanimous opinion, the 
state's highest court ruled there 
was no reversible error in the 
first-degree wnarttr conviction 
of Thomas Hagan, Norman 3X 
Butler and Thomas 15X John- 
ton. 

The appeal aslced the rever- 
sal of the conviction because the 
press and public were barred 
from the courtroom during the 
testimony of two witnesses. 
This act. the three claimed, de- 
nied them their constitutional 
right to a public trial. 

That contention was rejected, 
said Associate Judge Francis 
Bergan, who wrote toe opinion, 
because:

"Crackers" their power as a "Cracker Power" was about to 
reach an end. He commented that Negro soldiers returning 
' *" from overseas and black youths will not take what "old folks" 

have taken In the past. 

~- These sources further advised that prior to 

Gregory's speech, the rally was opened with a prayer for 
Malcolm X, and speeches of H. Rap Brown were distributed, 
including one speech Brown made recently In Detroit, 
Michigan.

Lawrence Landry and James Harvey, leader of the 
AASA, were introduced at the rally but did not speak. Many 
people present at this rally were dressed in African costumes.

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader," 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. 
This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia 
Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "Nationalism Socialism" in 
a Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that ROCKWELL'S 
Party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell iferty. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that ANP-WUFENS was 
organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence in Arlington, 
Virginia, on Fehruary 26, 1956, as an international "National Social- 
ist" movement based on the German Nazi Party beaded by Adolf Hitler. 
He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant force and personality in this 
Party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred against the Jews and 
Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, distribution of 
literature and picketing, to establish a cohesive and dominant 
political party in the United States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stormtrooper's Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses", 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the Party"; 
third, "organizing the people who have been converted to our propa- 
ganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power through the votes of 
the newly-won masses." 

On August 19, 1966, the source advised that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL presently believes that he has completed the first two 
phases in his struggle for power and la well into the third stags, 
to wit, "the organizing of the people who have been converted to 
our propaganda." The source added that ROCKWELL had previously 
believed that he would be elected Governor of Virginia in November, 
1965, and when defeated, be made the statement that he was not ready 
for stage four. 

On December 27, 1966, the source advised that ROCKWELL 
mailed s communication to all members of the AMP entitled, "National 
Directive from the Commander, Effective 1/1/67. *• This communication 
reflected that the formal name of the Party would be "National 
Socialist White People's Party" and they would still be known as 
the' "American Nazi Party" and "American Nazis" for short. 










1 APPENDIX 

REVOLUTIONARY ACT I OK MOVEMENT 

On November 3, 1964, a source made available a 
document entitled, "The Revolutionary Action Movement 
Manifesto" j the document having been obtained by the source 
from an individual knovn to be a member of the Revolutionary 
Action Movement. (RAM). . \ 

This document stated," in part, that RAM was 
officially organized in the vinter of 1963 by Afro-Americans 
who support the revolutionary objectives of ROBERT F. 
WILLIAMS, then residing in Cuba, and his concept of organized 
violence to achieve the liberation of the Afro-American 
people in the United States. This Manifesto disclosed that 
RAM had oriented its program to one of education and political 
revolution and the organization of a "black** political party 
with revolutionary objectives, having recognized tbe need 
for a "black revolution" that could and would seize power* 
RAM philosophy is described in this document as one of 
revolutionary nationalism, that is, one Involving, the struggles 
of the non-white races of the world against exploitation and 
enslavement by the vhite capitalist and imperialist nations. 

Regarding WILLIAMS,' it should be noted that on 
August 28, 1961, a Federal warrant was issued at Charlotte, 
North Carolina, charging him with Unlawful Flight to Avoid 
Prosecution, for the crime of kidnaping. Subsequent to tbe 
issuance of this warrant, WILLIAMS fled the United States 
to Cuba, where be published a monthly newsletter entitled, 
"The Crusader" from Havana. As of December, 1966, WILLIAMS 
was residing in Peking, China. 

This source, in September} 1964, advised RAM is 
dedicated to the overthrow of the captialist system in the 
United States, by violence, if necessary, and to its replacement 
by a socialistic system oriented toward the Chinese Communist 
interpretation of Marxism-Leninism. RAM is entirely non- 
White in membership, clandestine in nature, and owes its 
primary allegiance to tbe "Bandung World**, that is, the non- 
white races of the world rather than to any national entity, 
as such. 
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On November 16, 1964, a second source -advised 
he learned recently from a RAM member that the organization 
began in Detroit, Michigan, largely under the impetus of 
DON FREEMAN, described as the "Father" of RAM and referred 
to as RAM's "Black Stalin". FREEMAN served as RAM Chairman, 
with MAXWELL STANFORD (now of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania^ 
serving as RAM Field Chairman. 
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On May 12, 1967, a third source advised that the 
RAM still remains active; however, there is no formal 
headquarters, as such, for the RAM. The source advised that 
MAXWELL STANFORD of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, Is considered 
the leader of RAM and if a RAM headquarters ever existed, it 
will most likely be where STANFORD resides.

Malcolm X is buried. Among those who left were Mrs. Ella Collins, 
Willie StarkB, Chester Gresham, Arthur Grant, Louise Jeffers, 
Toni Ardelle, Dennis Brogdon, all of the Organization of 
Afro-American Unity (OAAU), and Charles 37X Morris, of the 
Black Nationalist Mau Mau Organization.

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was rilled with about 4^00 people. The Master 
of Ceremonies opened the meeting by saying black unity and 
power vere needed. He blamed the CIA for the murder of Malcolm 
X. The widow of Malcolm X arrived furing the third speech — 
the audience gave her a standing welcome. She spoke about three 
or four minutes urging black unitv. One speaker introduced as 
Barbara Author declared there was no excuse for black peqie 
fighting in the Viatnan war. S>e referred to 22 concentration 
camps in this country tiiat -.-ere training blacks for when it 
was time to strike. 

H. A, Jamal introduced as the Director of the 
Organization of Afro-American Unity in California, criticized 
those who had rioted in San Francisco and Watts for backing 
down after a few concessions had been made and declared that enly 
the armed men in the room v:ere really ready. He stated that Dlack 
men deeded to unify under one leader and that black and white 
men could never live together. 

Other sources who attended this meeting, which they 
stated was public for black people only, reported similarly 
as to the general remarks made at tie meetings except in 
regard to 3arbara Auther. None of them reported information 
concerning training camps for black men, however when 
specifically questioned on this point they advised as follows: 

" 'b Source ^feadvised on February 23, 1967, he did not 
hear Barbara Auther say anything about training camps to 
train blacks but heard her refer to concentration camps in the 
United States for people like her who knew the true facts. 

• V>^ Source JB|advised on February 2 3, 1967, he heard 
a speaker name'd Barbara mention concentration camps in the 
United States but understood she referred to them as places for 
persons who did not want to enter the Amy. 

b^-' V^ Source ^advised on February 23, 1967, he heard a 
speaker whose name was given as Darbara, say that white leaders 
in America like the Governor of Florida and Governor of Alabama 
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thought they had the only private amies in the Unites States 
and that they would be surprised to learn that *'we" have 
nen of our own in training camps throughout the country. 

Two of the sources who heard the statement made by 
Auther indicating that there .rere training camps for Negroes 
in the United States advised that they did not believe this 
information to be true. They both pointed out that Auther 
had made very provocative statements, and that they personally 
did not believe she was truthful. 

The San Francisco Office has not received any 
information from any source indicating that the statements 
made by Auther regarding training camps for Negroes is true. 

San Francisco Say Area Police Departments have 
not furnished any information indicating that the statements 
made by Auther about the camps are true. 
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"The Daily Californian" newspaper published by the 
Associated Students, UC, Berkeley, in its October 28, 1966, 
issue listed the schedule of events For the conference on 
Black Power and its challenges to be held October 28-33, 1966; 
this article listed "Barbara Author, University Student" 
as a part of the panel on "Black Culture and Integration. 

San francisco Police did not furnish any information 
relating any incidents at this meeting.

PLP 
was formerly known as the Progressive Labor Movement and MORT 
SCHEER was elected as one of the vice-presidents of PLP. 

A second source advised during May, 1966, that the 
Bay Area Progressive Labor Party ( BAPLP) has no headquarters. 
The Mission Club BAPLP has rented space at 2929 - 16th Street, 
San Francisco, California. MORTIMER SCHEER, West Coast Organi- 
zer for BAPLP, operates out of his residence.

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On February 9 t 19G5, a source advised that on that date 
at Oakland Direct Action Committee (ODAC) headquarters, 8512 East 
mth Street, Oakland, California, MARK EVERETT COMFORT, Chairman 
of ODAC, held a press conference. CO! IF OP.?, stated that the objective 
of ODAC was to organize the ),*e?ro community, particularly in the 
eastern section of Oakland, commonly known as East Oakland. He said 
that ODAC would make demands for equal housing, equal job oppor-„..l 
tunities and living conditions and would educate the Negro 
community to realize that "things are not as good as they seem." 
COMFORT said that ODAC, in contrast to existinr civil rights 
organizations, would strongly emphasize police brutality. 

The January 25, 1964 issue of the People's V'orld" 
(P'O, page 3, contains an invitation to the 26th 
anniversary celebration of the P' T , to be held on 
February 1, 196**, in San Francisco, California. 
This invitation lists MASK COMFORT as one of four 
special quests to be honored at this celebration. 

The P : 7 is a 'lest Coast Cor.i?aunist newspaper. 
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A fourth source advised that as of April 1966, OD£C 
is operating out of COMFORT'S residence, 691U Lockwood 
Avenue, Oakland, where COI'FORT is assisted by his wife 
and a Negro teen-a<?e rant; known as the -\ia Boy Dukes. 
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PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY 
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A source advised on April 20, 1965, that the Progressive 
Labor Party (PLP), formerly known as the Progressive Labor 
Movement (PLM), held its first national convention April 15-18, 
1965, at New York City, to organize the PLM into a PLP. The 
PLP will have as its ultimate objective the establishment of a 
militant working class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. 

The "New York Times" City Edition, Tuesday, April 20, 196E, 
page 27, reported that a new party of "revolutionary socialism" 
was formally founded on April 18, 196 5, under the name of the 
PLP. The PLP was described as an outgrowth of the PLM. Its 
officers were identified as MILTON ROSEN, New York, President, and 
WILLIAM EPTON of New York, and MORT SCHEER of Si.n Francisco, 
Vice Presidents. A 20-member National Committee was elected to 
direct the party until the next convention. 

According to the article, "The Progressive Labor Movement 
was founded in 1962 by Mr. ROSEN and Mr. SCHLF.'R after they were 
expelled from the Communist Party of the United States for 
assertedly following the Chinese Communist line". 

The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor' 1 , a bi-monthly magazine, 
"Challenge," a bi-weekly New York City newspaper, and :, SDark," 
a West Coast newspaper. 

The June 1, 1965, icsue of "Challenge," page 6, states 
that "this paper is dedicated to fight for a new way of life 
where the working men and women own and control their homes, 
factories, the police, courts, and the entire government on 
every level." 

The source advised that the PLP utilizes the address of 
General Post Office Box 80 8, Brooklyn 1, New York, but also 
utilizes an office in Room 622, 132 Nassau Street, New York City, 
where PLP publications are prepared. 
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W. E. B. DU BOIS CLUBS OF AMERICA (DCA) 




A source has advised that on October 2S-2 7, 1963, 
a conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), including 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose 
of setting in motion forces for the establishment of a new 
national Marxist-oriented youth organization which would hunt for 
the most peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates were 
told that it would be reasonable to assume that the young 
socialists attracted into this new organisation would eventually 
pass into the CP itself. 

A second source has advised that the founding convention 
for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, at 
ISO Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at which time 
the W. E. B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was adopted. Approx- 
imately 500 delegates from throughout the United States attended 
this convention. The aims of this organization, as set forth in 
the preamble to the constitution, are: "It is our belief that this 
nation can best solve its problems in an atmosphere of peaceful 
coexistence, complete disarmament and true freedom for all peoples 
sf the world, and that these solutions will be reached mainly 
through the united efforts of all democratic elements in our 
country, composed essentially of the working people allied in the 
mity of Negroes and other minorities with whites. We further fully 
.-•ecognize that the greatest threat to American democracy comes 
from the racist and right wir.g forces in coalition with the most 
reactionary sections of the economic power structure, using the 
:ool of anti-Communism to divide and destroy the unified struggle 
if the working people." 

Over the Labor Day weekend, 19f5, the DCA held a eon- 
erence in Chicago, Illinois, and a new slate of officers was 
elected to the National Executive Committee (NEC) of the DCA.
